6. 1 verily believe the original Letters Patent to be wholly or partly inoperative or invalid by 
reason of my claiming more or less than I had a right 10 claim in die paten? a? least in thai I did not claim "A thin 
frame covering panel adapted to be attached to a number of supports, said panel having at least two -sides in 
which at least one of said sides includes a number of maris for facilitating the attaching of said panel to said 
number of supports, wherein said number of marks axe arranged in substantially parallel lines having a distance 
which has any value up to 2 inches therebetween and in which said lines are placed from one end of said panel to 
an opposite end thereof in a direction transverse to tlte extent of said lines, wherein the substantially parallel lines 
pertaining to said number of marks are the only lines on said panel in the same direction as said parallel lines, " 

7. I did not discover thai the claims of the original patent claimed more or less than I had a 
right to claim until after the original paienl was issued. 

8. No claims were previously presented during prosecution of the above referenced issued 
patent that particularly claimed the panel described in paragraph 6.
